ONCE A MARINE... 
Sirs 

“They'll never get me in that outfit 
again. Just wait till I get my discharge, 
I'm through with the Marine Corps!” 

How many times have we heard the 
above words spoken? How many times 
have I uttered the same words myself? 
Does a piece of paper cut all ties ‘with 
the Corps? Can we wipe out all past 
memories with the words, “Honorable 
Discharge?” No, I think not. 

In 1945 I left the Marines, and after 
staying out for over a year I took a 
bust and came back in. Now, once 
more, I am discharged. I did sign up 
in the Reserves, but as far as the 
Regular Marines, I am out. 

What makes a man have a longing 
for the Corps in his heart? Why can't 
we forget it once we receive our dis- 
charge? Why? Because we have be- 
come a part of it, not for a year or 
two, but for the rest of our lives 

True, the Marine Corps isn't perfect 
I have seen many men in high positions 
who were not qualified to be there. I 
have scen many officers who were a 
disgrace to the Corps. But then, I have 
also seen both enlisted men and officers 
who represented everything fine the Ma 
rine Corps stands for. They were true 
leaders and acted as such 

The memories we have stored away 
are for a lifetime. Good or bad, they 
are here to stay. Everything we do in 
life should be for our own improve 
ment so whether he is a Marine or a 
civilian it is up to each man to make 
the most out of his position. I have 
never seen a man fail to improve him- 
self in the Marine Corps, if he tried 
his very best. I worked for many dif- 
ferent mess sergeants during my seven 
years in the Corps, and the good men 
outweighed the bad ten times. I found 
when I did my best that there was al- 
ways a just reward 

The old phrase, “Once a M -ine, Al- 
ways a Marine,’ holds true. Why? 
Well, perhaps because we were trans 
formed from boys to men; or perhaps 
we found something in the Corps that 
we never found anywhere in life before 
We learned how to think for ourselves, 
take care of ourselves, and to work as 
a team. Yes, and we learned the mean- 
ing of true friendship 

It seems that of all the experiences 
in the Corps that the happy moments 
stand out and we take joy in remem- 
bering them. A few days ago I received 
a history of the First Marine Division 
called “The Old Breed.” Looking 
through it I recalled many happy mem 
ories of my experiences in the division 
during the war. I didn't have a feeling 
of wanting to burn or destroy the story 


of the division, for here was something 
that helped me remember. I could re- 
member the bitter and the sweet. I 
could think of the many Marines who 
died so that I could still be here to 
enjoy the fruits of liberty 

You often hear a man say that you 
give up your freedom in the Marines 
or in any branch of the Armed Forces, 
for that matter. But do you? Am I 
really any more free now, in civilian 
life, than I was in the Marine Corps? 
I have a job, and I can't take off any- 
time I take a whim to do so. Nor can 
I tell the boss where to go if he says 
something to me that I don't like. Yes 
I can quit, but if I want to eat I can't 
keep quitting jobs. The price of free 
dom must be earned. Nothing in this 
world can be achieved without sacrifice 
on the part of someone. When I was a 
private in the Marines I did many 
unpleasant duties which I didn't like, 
but when I became a sergeant, I super 
vised other men who held the same 
positions I once held. But I had to 
work in order to be placed in charge of 
other men 


You can never completely remove the 
forest green. It becomes a part of 
every man who serves in the Corps 
You and I may go, as other men will 
come and go, but that lasting spirit 
of the Marine Corps lives on in every 
man who ever served the Corps. If it 
became necessary for me to give my 
life for my country I would prefer to 
die a Marine 

When I think of the last verse of 
the Marine Corps hymn, I wonder if 
perhaps there a) two Marines stand 
ing guard at the gates of Heaven. They 
ask the pass word of all who pass 
within. “Semper Fidelis,” Pass on, you 
faithful to God and Country 

You may say I am Gung-ho, or per 
haps Marine Corps happy, but I went 
out and though I doubt if I will ever 
enter the Regular service again, I am 
proud to have shared seven years of 
my life with it. If you were ever a 
Marine, ask yourself, “Have I forgotten 
the Corps?”’ Could you stand-by while 
someone ran down the Corps without 
speaking in the Corps’ defense? Yes 
ask yourself, and then say, “Am I Ma 
rine Corps happy. or is there some

The second can contains one oatmeal 
cookie and two round crackers. These 
constitute the B-unit. An excellent sub- 
stitute for bread, the B-unit helps 
round out the vitamin requirement of 
the combat Marine 

To complete the “snack”, the im- 
mediate needs of combat troops were 
anticipated with the inclusion of the 
accessory packet. This packet con 
tains: four cigarettes; safety matches; 
toilet tissue; two bars of sweet choco 
late or starch jelly; two tablets of 
chewing gum; two packets of soluble 
coffee enriched with vitamin C; two 
packets of sugar; a can opener that 
really works; 12 water purification 
tablets; two fuel teblets; and a dis 
posable plastic spoon 

Four leading brands of cigarettes 
will be procured in proportion to their 
relative Post Exchange sales volume 
As protection against dampness, the 
accessory packet has been impregnated 
with water-resistant lacquer and is 
heat sealed. It is amazing how all these 
items can be contained in a plastic 
bag cight inches long and four inches 
wide. The accessory packet together 
with the canned meat and B-unit weigh 
only a pound and a half. Any Marine 
can carry three or four packets into 
battle 

At the outbreak of present hostilities, 
the Marine Corps had limited quanti 
ties of the packet in stock and decided 
to place them in the field. Tests on the 
packet had been underway, but until 
the Korean campaign a _ particular 
packet had not been established as 
standard issue because of 
the urgency of the situation and the 
satisfactory manner in which the packet 
had met all prior tests, the Corps 
decided to put them to immediate use 
Combat Marines will be fed during 
the initial stages of assault with food 
carried on their person which in turn

is providing the Corps with the oppor 
tunity to observe the packet's combat 
usefulness 

Veterans of World War II will recall 
the field rations then used by the Armed 
Forces. One of the chief complaints 
was the lack of variety which later 
caused many veterans to beat their 
gums about a particular dish because 
they had subsisted on it for a long 
period of time

In answer to this and other gripes, 
constant peacetime research on food 
is conducted by the Armed Forces with 
an eye on developing a wide variety 
of health giving foods, rich in vitemin 
content. Accent on nourishment to build 
that extra reserve of stamina required 
in combat has resulted in the fact 
that today’s American troops are better 
fed than any in the world 

Whenever possible, troops in combat 
areas are supplied with hot meals by 
their unit kitchens. When it is not 
feasible to establish field kitchens in 
the immediate area or to mess troops 
at galleys already established, the 
Marine Corps sustains its fighting men 
for longer periods of time with rations 
known as the 5-in-1 and the C. These 
differ from the food packets in that 
they are complete rations and not 
emergency snacks 

The 5-in-1 of 
rations as they are otherwise known, 
contain food for five men for one day 
and are packed in five menus. The C 
ombat ration consists 
three cans of 
one acces-

of: three cans of meat 
B-unit; two cans of fruit 
sory packet; three plastic spoons; and 
one package of cigarettes. Enough chow 
for one man for one day. One bar of 
soap is included with every case of six 
rations. The old “K”" rations with 
packages labeled “Breakfast, Dinner 
and Supper,” have long been discarded 
along with the “D” ration used dur 
ing the last war. The latter was a con- 
centrated chocolate and cereal bar 

A quick glance at a typical menu 
offered in the 5-in-1 small detachment 
ration will quickly show the difference 
between a full ration and the snack 
provided in the combat food packet 
For example menu number one of the

5-in-1 offers the following 

A three and three-quarter-ounce can 
of Army spread; one 24-ounce can of 
sliced bacon; a 34-ounce can of beef 
two cans of 10-ounce white 
bread or two eight-ounce cans of 
bread-type unit; four ounces of coffee 
12 ounces of canned corn, whole grain 
a 30-ounce can of fruit cocktail; 34 
ounces of canned ham and 11 ounces 
of jam; two six-ounce cans of evap 
orated milk; 29 ounces of canned po 
tatoes; two 1014-ounce cans of chicken 


and gravy 


soup; five caramel nougat bars; a ten 
ounce package of premixed cereal; 10 
one-ounce bars of sweet chocolate; one 
ounce of salt; three four-ounce packets 
of sugar; five complete packs of cigar 
ettes; five books of matches; two fold 
ing can openers; toilet tissue; a two 
oufice cake of all purpose soap; a 
cellulose sponge; 50 water purification 
tablets; 25 sheets of paper toweling; 
and two menus listing all items con 
tained. This constitutes rations for five 
men for one day. The other menus also 
read like the bill-of-fare in any first 
class restaurant. The C-4 ration which 
supplies the individual with his groc 
eries for one day is equally as appetiz 
ing 

Every need of the combat soldier 
based on years of research and experi- 
ment has been anticipated and in 
cluded in his ration allowance. There 
will be gripes but they will be met 
with improvements based on more re- 
search and The Food 
Packet is but one contribution of the 
Research and Development Branch 
Office of the Quartermaster General, 
Dept. of the Army. More will follow 
as men of the First Marine Division 
and other American troops continue

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UNIFORMS

HE cold weather of winter falls 
quickly in North China and 
Korea. Old China hands have 
witnessed the sudden drop in tempera 
tures and remember the discomforts 
that can come with life in the field 
when the thermometer is low. How 
ever, few Marines, including those who 
served in Iceland in ‘41 and ‘42, and 
those who have been stationed in 
North China, know the problems of 
dressing and living during extended 
combat operations in cold weather 
Since the winter of 1917-18 Marines 
have been warm weather fighters and 
are usually pictured in khakis and 
cotton utility clothes 
Since World War II the Marine 
Corps has carried on some cold weath 
er training exercises but these have 
been concerned primarily with the 
special problems imposed by tempera 
tures and weather near the Arctic circle 
The extreme weather problerns of the 
Arctic call for special solutions and 
equipment. Winter warfare in the tem 
perate zones, such as Korea or Europe 
merely presents the problems of dress 
ing for cold weather as known in North 
America. However, this will be new to 
most Marines 
The U. S. Army faced many months 
of winter warfare in Europe during 
W W I. Their experiences have re 
sulted in many reports, recommenda 
tions, and some fine types of winter 
uniforms. All have been available to 
U. S. Marines since 1945. For the most 
part, winter clothing that will be worn 
by Marines in Korea this year will

consist of items that the Corps has had 
in supply since the Japanese surrender 
yet very few Marines have had occa 
sion to live in the field for extended 
periods in winter uniforms. The health 
and efficiency of a command operat 


ing in the cold depends a great dea 


l 
upon the supply, use, and care of 
j 


winter clothing, and the mere bulk anc 
expense of winter clothing demands 
that we give more attention to its 
proper employment 

Of all the weather conditions that 
make trouble for the fighting man in 
winter time, cold is the most serious 
Cold may be uncomfortable and dar 
gerous if ill-fitting and improper 
clothing is worn. Over a long period 
of time it can become demoralizing 
The most serious thing that can happen 
to a man is to become overheated on 
a cold day. If he perspires faster thar 
his sweat evaporates his clothing will 
become damp and may freeze. Before 
entering combat in the cold, men must 
understand the layer principles of 
dressing and the proper care of them 
selves and their clothing. Neglect of 
these factors of personal health can 
cause casualties equally as serious as 
did poor anti-malarial discipline in 
World War Il

form As socks are added, shoe sizes 
must increase Tight fitting shoes can 
result in serious foot troubles 
Foot care is a very important con 
sideration for all ranks operating in 
cold climates. Winter usually means 
cold, wet, and muddy ground. Dur 
ing the last war soldiers in Alaska and 
Europe often experienced high casual 
ties from trenchfoot. Trenchfoot comes 
from having cold wet feet for pro 
longed periods. Much can be done 
by the individual to prevent this pain 
ful and serious affliction. In addition 
to oiling shoes and keeping them as 
dry as possible, an effective aid to foot 
health is changing to dry socks at every 
opportunity. A pair of dry socks should 
always be kept inside the shirt avail 
able for change. Feet should also be 
massaged and powdered frequently 
Caring for feet in this manner may 
be inconvenient at times, (especially 
when wearing our old-fashioned leg 
gings) but it is a command responsi 
bility as well as good sense that all 
Marines take care of their own feet

sore throats. A muffler can be carried 
in a jacket pocket or inside the shirt 

The Marine Corps has several types 
of headgear for cold weather. The most 
common and practical is the cap, field 
otton, OD. Somewhat similar to the 
utility cap it can be worn under the 
helmet if the liner headband is let out 
It is rain resistant and has ear flaps 
For some reason this cap is very tight 
when the ear flaps are down, so it 
should be issued % size large. We also 
have heavier storm caps with skin or 
pile lining that can be worn under the 
helmet. These caps are suitable for 
sentry duty, drivers, or artillery men 
who are not physically active 

Pile lined parkas are also available 
for very cold weather, but in general 
they are too bulky for front line troops 
Parkas and the regular green over 
coats are suitable for rear area people 
who live a more sedentary existence 

Each Marine who finds himself liv- 
ing in the open, day and night, during 
ombat operetions in cold weather will 
quickly realize the importance of com 
fortable warm clothing. If he is to 
maintain his health and efficiency he 
must learn to dress properly to meet 
the weather and he must take cart 
of the clothing he gets. In the last war
